Seen as most urgently needed, 
if the fire district is to retain its 
present insurance rate classifica- 
tion (class 4), or improve on it, 
were: 

1. More firemen and officers. 
The district now has a total com- 
plement of 53 men; the Underwrit- 
ers’ report calls for a department 
with a total complement of 69 men 
and officers; 

2. Installation of fire-alarm box- 
es in the principal mercantile ar- 
eas of the district; 

3. That three new pumping en- 
gines be purchased by the dis- 
trict, making a total of eight en- 
gine companies in the district. 
POLICIES NOTED 

The report also called for chang- 
es in the district’s policies on hir- 
ing, advancing and firing men; 
called for more pieces of equip- 
ment to respond in the case of 
fires in the district’s. downtown 
areas; suggested several “book- 
keeping” changes concerning re- 
ports on fires and inspections. 

The report also recommended 
that the fire district “get togeth- 
er” with the county board of 
supervisors and the city coun- 
cils of Atherton and Menlo 

Park, for the development cf 

uniform policies ‘on outdoor 

burning, fire zoning, and other 
data.

When the two sat down to explore possibilities this week, they 
found the whole thing almost too easy. Try as they would; no 
one could find a single problem of sufficient magnitude to worry 
anyone or to delay arrangements.

Frequently such an attitude results in unnecessary hard feel- 
ings, unkind words, wasted time and effort. Frequently, too, such 
an attitude results in circumvention of the law because persons 
fear that a just plea will not receive fair attention. 

Amazement flooded the council chambers this week when 
schoolmen and city fathers each discovered that the other was 
equally as open-minded and sincere in desire to do the best thing 
for the community and for the taxpayer. 

We wish that the amazement and the harmony could spread 
throughout our comminity. If the chip would come off the 
shoulder in all our public dealings, it might do much to avoid 
the unnecessary frictions and the frequently cynical approach 
that too often characterizes public actions. 

Public agencies often seem impersonal, above the reach of 
human feeling—until we discover that each such agency is com- 
posed of men like ourselves, probably just as honestly trying to 
do their best as we are...

that can boast of redwoods grow- 
ing as natives. 

This magnificent tree gives a 
distinctive character to the coast- 
al forest belt, as no other tree ap- 
proaches it in density, size, 
growth or historical interest. 


There are two distinct red- 
woods. The coastal redwood is 
known as Sequoia sempervirens | 


and grows only at low altitudes. 
In the Sierra Nevada it is replaced 
by the Big Tree, or Sequoia gigan- 
tea which is found in isolated 
groves at 4500 to 8090 feet. 

The leaves of the Big Tree ara 
more like a cypress and the cones 
are a bit larger than the coastal 
redwood, but they are both red- 


woods, as the heartwood in each 
is red. 
Evidence shows that the 


coast redwood has been living in 
California for several million 


years. Possil leaves show, how- 
ever, that tatally different trees 
lived in California in still more 
distaa‘ ages. 

Fifty million years ago the fos-! 
sils show the forests were made 
of trees which no longer live as 
natives outside the tropics — the 
fig. palm, avocado and mahogany. 

At the same time a redwood 
was growing as far north as Alas- 
ka. This has been identified as 
the Dawn redwood, a deciduous 
tree. In a remote valley in central} 
China in 1944, a forester named T. 
Wang, discovered this tres grow-

As Dad's Club Athletes’ Dinner Nears: 


Football Season Reviewed for ‘q ot S stove League’ lem j

’ The recently-ended Menlo-Ath- 
érton high school football season 
will be in for some rehashing on 
Dec. 15 when the M-A Dads’ club 
hosts the school’s varsity anc 
frosh-sonh gridders in its seconc 
annual football banquet. 

’ Highlighting the program will 

be the presentation of “Most 

Valuable” and “Most Improved” 

player awards to members of 

the teams selected by their 
teammates in secret balloting at 
the close of the season. 

Another high point will be the 
presentation, for the second con- 
secutive year, of the Sequoia 
High School District trophy to the 
Bear frosh-sophs for being the top 
team in the district. 

Head varsity coach Howard Cos- 
tello and frosh-soph* mentor 
Frank Bettencourt will. recount 
their campaigns, which both sha- 
dowed last year’s efforts to some 
extent. 

HAVE 2-6 RECORD 

This year’s varsity squad won 
two while dropping six in com- 
parison with 1952’s 2-7 mark. The 
Bear underclassmen won four, lost 
two and tied one this season, wind- 
ing up in a tie for third place, 
while last year’s club won six, lost 
one and tied one, finishing the 
season just one-half game away 
from first place. 

This season’s varsity team got 
its wins into the record books 
in a hurry, scoring victories in 
its first two outings, but failed 
te find the credit side of the 
ledger in its next six starts. The 
Bears shewed a somewhat in- 
consistent, but generally strong, 
offense with increasing air-pow- 
er as the season progressed. 

It must be conceded that the lo- 
eals had the fastest ends and best 
rassing halfbacks in the league, 
which made running pass plays a 
constant threat. |

After the wax has hardened, 
the candle is removed from the 
mold and ready for decorating. 
Here, states Mrs. Smith, the fun

FESTIVE TOUCH * 

For the festive touch on the 
candles, Mrs. Smith uses a variety 
of glitter that could be found in 
any home. For instance, she sug- 
gests sequins; seed beads, ribbon, 
gold braid, narrow rick-rack, me- 
tallic.stars,: cut-outs from metallic 
gift wrapping, sprigs of Hally, 
cranberrys, and _ anything else 
that will lend itself. 

To hold the decorative pieces 
on the candie, Mrs. Smith uses 
small, short pins purchased at 
any notions counter. If these 
aren’t available, an ordinary 
straight pin can be used. 

For a tall tapered candle, Mrs. 
Smith uses gold or silver metallic 
doilies, cut in half and arranged 
around the bottom of the candle, 
with sequins and glitter applied 
artistically on the upper portion. 

To give a candle a snowy effect, 
Mrs. Smith-takes a small portion 
of warm white wax and whips it 
with the egg beater until it is 
light and frothy, and then applies 
it to a large “squatty”’ candle 
that is tinted green. 

The froth is applied with a 
wooden pop-cycle stick which can 
be thrown away. This she uses as 
a centerpiece, with sprigs of holly 
and greenery at the base.
